Other newspapers, believing that there was a 
great deal of money where iti reality there was little but 
hard work, considerable risk and a great diffusion of energy, 
have undertaken to supply Canada with a holiday publica- 
tion, therefore “Saturday Night” has rested from its task 
for a year'to let the public have a chance to miss our ex- 
pensive and excellent production, and that it will be missed 
is evident from the large correspondence already received 
ordering Christmas Numbers or expressing regret that 
“Saturday Nigit” will not provide one this year. The 
Sheppard Publisiing Company, Limited, while not issuing 
a Christmas Nunber of their own, can say with some pride 
that they have nade holiday numbers this year for over 
sixty different pblications, including over 2,750,000 hand- 
somely printed aml artistically illustrated pages.

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NEW telephone company ‘at Indianapolis, Ind., has en- 

gaged one of the best elocutionists in the city to teach 

the Hello-girls to speak distinctly. The young women 
are required to devote a certain number of office hours each 
day to the improvement of their voices. Something of this 
sort is needed in Toronto, where many of the telephone 
users are beginning to think that no human language is 
used by the operators. Perhaps with the new transmitters, 
for which the subscribers. are being charged five dollars per 
annum extra—though the instrument costs but two or three 
dollars—the female voice which announces that the line 
is busy may sound human, and occasionally may be intel- 
ligible. This additional charge is so evidently an attempt 
to raise the annual fee from forty-five to fifty dollars that 
those who have any regard for the future and the many 
further impositions which are liable to be made, are care- 
fully avoiding putting their signatures on a contract. The 
Board of Trade, usually slow to move in practical matters, 
have shown the citizens what an immense saving was made 
by the defeat of the Bell Telephone Bill in Parliament, and 
have warned Toronto to beware of the company’s future 
attempts to legalize impositions proportionate to their 
greed. The “Star’s” crusade against this attempt to in- 
crease the fee by five dollars is well worthy of attention, 
for the Telephone Company can have no stronger argument 
when it next appeals to Ottawa than a bundle of one or two 
thousand contracts showing that the people of this city are 
quite willing to pay more than they are now paying. We 
are paying for a better service than we are getting, and 





tion referred to above, nothing will be done in Congress 
unless the threat of a combine amongst the European na- 
tions to commercially ostracize the United States has at 
last worked itself under the skins of the greedy. people to 
the south of us, who insist on selling everything they can 
export on the most favored terms, and buying nothing 
which they can produce or prevent entering into the coun- 
try. The hoggishness of the Yankee attitude was distinctly 
shown when in 1896 it was discovered that in order to re- 
tain and expand its export trade, made urgent by the vast 
growth of production which imperatively demanded an out- 
let to be had through foreign markets, some concession had 
to be made in the high protective tariff of the United States. 
A year later this “concession,” which the Republican party 
had proclaimed its willingness to make, was incorporated 
in the Dingley Tariff Act. It was again approved in 1900, 
and following are the words used: “To open our markets 
on favorable terms for what we do not ourselves produce, in 
return for free foreign markets.” What a piggish policy! 
Just think of it twice! They will open their markets on 
favorable terms for such things as the United States does 
not produce, and in return they modestly ask for free for- 
eign markets. 

There must be an enormous change of heart and unloos- 
ening of pockets on the other side of the line before Ca- 
nadians will offer anything like a free market to Yankee 
goods in return for a chance to sell on favorable terms—a 
twenty per cent. preference—those things which are pro- 
duced in Canada and not produced in the United States. 
Indeed, this shuts us out completely, for our products are

John Charlton, M.P., addressed the New York 
Chamber of Commerce, and in a clever address pointed out 
that Caneda had discovered that the United States markets 
were not essential to the people of this country, and if the 
present U. S. tariff is continued it will doubtless cause the 
Jominion to meet the $110,000,000 worth of Yankee imports 
with as high a rate as that which is now imposed on our 
goods going into the United States. Hon. Sidney Fisher, 
Minister of Agriculture, spoke in a much gentler strain 
at the annual dinner of the Canadian Club in New York, 
but his words were significant of the great change of opin- 
ion which has taken place in this country. Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, at the Manufacturers’ Association dinner in Mont- 
real, spoke of the time when delegations went to Washing- 
ton looking for reciprocity as being past, and that we might 
hereafter wait for delegations to come from Washington to 
Ottawa. Hon. Israel Tarte announced himself as a protec- 
tionist, and there was no comfort to be found for our high 
tariff neighbors in anything said by Hon. Messrs. Paterson 
and Fielding. 

The climax of this rather sporadic agitation over+reci- 
procal arrangements between Canada and the United Scates 
was to be found in the distinguished delegation represent- 
ing the commercial organizations of New York, Boston, 
Buffalo, Pittsburg, Cleveland, Indianapolis and Cincinnati, 
which called upon President Roosevelt at the beginning of 
this week. The spokesman of the party was a Boston man 
—Boston feels more strongly on this question than any 
other city in the United States—and he “told the President 
that next to Great Britain and Germany, the trade of Can- 
ada with the United States represented more in money to 
the manufacturers and producers of the United States than 
that of any other country, and that unless something was 
done to further that trade in the way of reciprocal conces- 
sions, all of it might be endangered.” This was well and 
truly said, and it cannot be rubbed into the President, the 
Congress and the people of the United States too vigor- 
ously, that their third best customer, their nearest, most 
civilized, most peaceable neighbor, is being used as if it 
were the meanest country on earth and filled with the 
meanest people outside of the bottomless pit. The Presi- 
dent in reply indicated that it would be improper for him 
to: discuss a preference for reciprocity with any one par- 
ticular country, but he encouraged the delegation with the 
hope that the whole subject would be canvassed at the ap- 
proaching session, when doubtless much could be accom- 
plished if the commercial organizations brought all possible 


* * . . . 
vies the past fortnight the question of reciprocity 
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few semi-tropical things which we do not. Nevertheless, 
under this preposterously jug-handled section of the Dingley 
Act, treaties were prepared with France, Ecuador, Nicar- 
agua, the Argentine Republic, Dominican Republic, with

are purchasing horses in Canada for remounts, to ship 

the animals for South Africa from Canadian ports in- 
stead of from United States ports, as heretofore. No doubt 
this was readily done at the request of the Dominion Gov- 
ernment, and in pursuance of a similar policy our Parlia- 
ment should make it imperative that British goods, in order 
tc benefit by our thirty-three and a third per cent. prefer- 
ential tariff, should be shipped direct to the seaports of this 
country instead of by way of the United States. The To- 
rento Board of Trade has been discussing this feature of the 
preferential tariff as being applicable only to goods received 
in Canadian seaports, and by resolution this week declared 
the idea to be impracticable. I have more than once shown 
the practicability and absolute necessity of Canada adopting 
such a policy, and if any official member of the Board of 
Trade will be kind enough to communicate to me the fea- 
tures which he considers impracticable, I think I will be 
able to show him how the scheme can be worked out with- 
out inflicting any hardship on merchants even so much 
nearer New York than Halifax, as those of Toronto may 
be. The Board of Trade must have looked at this propo- 
sition, which I was the first to offer to the public, in the 
spirit of petty localism and temporary advantage, which 
must always be sacrificed in order to produce great results. 
Ontario and the whole of Canada would ultimately bene- 

fit by forcing the entry of both free and preferred goods 
directly into Canadian ports. It might take a few months, 
or even a couple of years, to adjust the changed details of 
transportation which would be involved, but in the end 
everything would work out right. Canada opened up the 
whole question by granting a large preference to British 
goods. Great Britain has acknowledged the situation by 
the, small, it is trwe, concession of shipping our export army 
horses directly from Canadian ports, and now it is Canada’s 
next move in drawing the bonds of trade closer to insist 
that British exporters who are to gain the advantage of 
our preferential tariff shall ship direct to Canadian ports, 
and that Canadian shippers must take advantage of the 
return of empty cars to the maritime ports for the distri- 
bution of Canadian products.

T appears that Rey. Principal Grant of Queen’s University 
has become so accustomed to asking gifts for his col- 
lege that he probably pulls wires and writes begging 

letters in his sleep. True, he has done wonders for Queen’s 
but during his career as a donation-hunter he must, more 
than once, have had his well-trained feelings sorely wounded. 
Such a painful episode is reported as of recent date. The 
Reverend Principal, hearing of Millionaire Carnegie spend- 
ing fortunes on libraries, universities and schools, could not 
refrain from approaching him with a warm and solicitous 
hand on behalf of Queen’s. If rumor tells the story cor- 
rectly, Carnegie was willing to make a handsome gift, but 
there were conditions. It is sad, isn’t it, that wealthy men 
when approached by those who have really no claim for 
what they ask, are apt to be rude or demand “conditions”? 
In this case the gift was promised, so a press despatch says 
on the understanding that Principal Grant would advocate 
the annexation of Canada to the United States. To an 
ardent Imperial Federationist this must have been almost 
as horrible as if the millionaire had asked him to pledge 
his soul to the devil. However, Dr. Grant must have for- 
gotten that men who ask for presents from aliens. either 
for themselves or for an institution, are apt to hear queer 
propositions, or he would not have given the melodramatic 
reply: “TI will die first, and Queen’s shall cease to be ere 
I accept such conditions.” The despatch from Kingston 
concludes, “Ought we not all to feel proud of him?” 
Which phase of him? The one that petitioned for a gift 
from a United States citizen, or the one which so tragically 
rejected the terms? Canada is fot a mendicant, though 
Queen’s, it seems, is, and you know the old saying. “Beggars 
must not be choosers.” With donations from the city of 
Kingston, Frontenac county, and the Ontario Government, 
and with the support of the Presbyterian Church and indi- 
vidual subscriptions from a third of the farmers of Eastern 
Ontario, surely there is enough coming to Queen’s Uni- 
versity without its Principal passing the hat to foreigners?

ALKING about University matters, it is common rumor 
that Queen’s influence has so far been somewhat 


strongly manifested in the organization of the new 
department of mineralogy in the provincial. university. 
Graduates of Toronto do not relish the idea of being over- 
looked while importations are made to fill new professori- 
ates. If it is true that Principal Grant has acquired suf- 
ficient influence to unload his nominees into the pay-roll of 
Toronto University, the public should know it. I am told 
that the mining men of the province are on the anxious 
seat lest, as a result of the way things are going, Ontario 
should lose her most reliable expert in mineralogy. To the 
mining interests it is obviously an advantage to have, con- 
nected with some ore of the universities, a man whom they 
ean consult, on occasion, with confidence. I have it on 
good authority that several rather warm epistles have been 
written by mining men to those responsible for the organ- 
ization of the new department in the Queen’s Park, pro- 
testing against what has been done and broadly hinting at 
what ought to be done. If the public could get a peep 
behind the scenes they would probably see a few things 


that our educational big-wigs would rather keep “ strictly 
private.”

It was pointed out that the $300 had been given 
to the Salvation Army to assist in this same work of re- 
forming criminals. Now, as I have the report of the Prison 
Gate Mission of the Salvation Army for the year ending 
September 3oth, 1901, it is worth while glancing over a few

Of the 201 men on our register for the year, five of these 
men returned to prison life. Twenty-six of the men placed 
in situations did not prove themselves satisfactory cases, 


The report goes on to say that, apart from the unsatis- 
factory cases, the remainder of the prisoners. as far as 
known, have become good and law-abiding citizens, many 
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of them having joined themselves to Christian or philan- 
thropic institutions. Thanks are returned to the prison 
officials for the courtesy and assistance offered to the Army, 
and in a like manner the police officials are gratefully men- 
tioned. The statement is made that over 9,000 arrests were 
made-in the city during the past year, averaging about one 
to every twenty-two of people. It recommends the ticket-of- 
leave system and the probation system, deprecating, how- 
ever, the inspection of those out on leave by police officials.

Staff-Captain W. Archibald, whose pleasant face and gentle 
voice would win the confidence of anyone, has had this 
work in hand, and deserves every credit for having accom- 
plished so much. Those looking for a good opportunity to 
assist in a philanthropic work could not do better than con- 
tribute to the necessary supervision by the Salvation Army 
of the first hours and days of the man who comes out of 
prison, dazed by confinement and almost helpless in the 
crowd which surrounds him and which too frequently 
tempts him. e 

Returning to the Prisoners’ Aid Association’s cry for 
more civic assistance, a much different state of things was 
disclosed by the questions asked by the Controllers. It 
appears that the Association has four paid officials. and. to 
quote the newspaper report, “that the $700 it received from 
the Government, and more, was spent in cab hire for minis- 
ters and teachers engaged in Sunday school work at the 
prisons of the city.”” The question was asked, “ Why don’t 
you use the street cars?” and the answer was, “ We would 
if the ministers were willing.” ‘“ ‘Ther it is the ministers 
who insist upon riding in cabs on Sunday!’ exclaimed Ald. 
Lamb in evident surprise.”’ This little episode alone indicates 


the spirit in which the Prisoners’ Aid Association go about |*Gream of white flowers, ribbons and delicate green. 


their work. The clergymen are probably tired and do not 
want to be seen in the Sunday cars, which they once op- 
posed, so they ride in cabs, thereby creating ten times as 
much Sunday labor as if they used the trolley. The ex- 
pense, too, is disproportionate to the work done, and it is 
not strange that the Controllers were obdurate. Mr. Cas- 
sels, who represented the Association, is reported as having 
“thought it a pity that the city which had paid $10,000 to 
see the son of a king take his hat off was not willing to 
spend a few hundred dollars in helping some of its own 
citizens back to an honest life.’ This rather jarred the 
Controllers, who began a somewhat warm argument as to 
the rights of the “ poor honest fellow who tries to keep out 
of jail as opposed to the necessities of the poor beggar who 
has been in jail.””. The amounts donated by the City Council 
for charities must have a limit, and in apportioning the 
money to the various institutions it seems to me every 
possible care should be taken that the donations shall not 
be expended in red tape, officials, cab hire and the frills of 
philanthropy. he work of aiding the prisoners to return 
to an honest life should not be neglected, but the words of 
the man contributing to the missionary fund should be re- 
membered. He wrapped a penny in a dollar bill, together 
with this note: “ The penny is for the heathen and the 
dollar is to get it there.”

over a year ago “Saturday Night” had occasion to 
inquire of the various charitable and temperance 
organizations having institutions in this city, as to 
what provision could be made for the temporary 
sheltering and treatment of an intoxicated woman, a 
stranger, found upon the streets. The astonishing 


fact was brought out that the Salvation Army, through its 
Rescue department, was the only institution in Toronto in 
4a position to play the part of Good Samaritan in such a 
case. All the temperance organizations, so called. all the 
women’s societies of one kind or another, the churches with 
their great incomes and multiplicity of leagues and missions, 
fell down utterly before the concrete problem of what to do 
with an erring and friendless fellow-mortal. So far as they 
were concerned, the only choice for such a person was 
between the street and the cells.

meteorology who believe that the 

moon may influence the weather, 

but the current popular beliefs 
on the subject are almost pure super- 
stition. Witness the distinction be- 
tween a ‘‘wet’”’ and a ‘dry’ moon, based 
on the position of the crescent, and still 
made by some presumably intelligent 
persons. The position of the crescent 
obviously depends on the relative posi- 
tions of sun and moon, and is the same 
at the same season of the year. Mr. 
Arthur K. Partlett has thought it 
worth while to devote a short maga- 
zine article to the detailed elucidation 
of all this. His explanation, which

first appeared in the Battie Creek 
“Moon” (Battle Creek, Mich.), and is 
reprinted in “Popular Astronomy” 


(October), runs as follows: 

“Owing to the changing position of 
the crescent seen upon the western 
sky after sunset, such expressions as 
these are frequently heard: ‘If the 
moon lies so water can not run out, 
we shall have a drought:’ ‘A wet moon 
is one upon which the Indian can hang 
his powder-horn,’ etc. Now, it is a fact 
not generally known that the crescent 
moon always appears ‘upon its back’ 
in spring, near the vernal equinox, and 
‘upon its end’ in autumn, near. the 
autumnal equinox, and these positions, 
which oceur regularly each year, may 
be easily understood by a little con- 
sideration after the conditions have 
once been carefully explained. 

“The change of direction in which 
the moon’s ‘horns’ are turned is caused 
by the varying position of the moon, 
when at her ‘new,’ relatively to the 
sun and earth, and depends upon the 
difference in declination of the sun and 
moon. If the moon be further north 
than the sun soon after the ‘new,’ the 
sunlight strikes under her and she ap- 
pears with her ‘horns’ upturned; but 
if she be further south the light 
reaches around her disk to the north- 
ward, and her ‘horns’ ‘appear nearly 
vertical, as if the crescent moon was 
resting upon one of them. We see the 
moon in varying positions on the sky, 
and at first sight there appears to be 
no definite relation between ‘her posi- 
tion and the position of her cusps or 
‘horns.’ In fact, this feature of her 
aspect has seemed so changeful and 
capricious that it has even been re- 
garded as a weather token. But in 
reality there is a simple relation al- 
ways fulfilled by the moon’s ‘horns,’ 
or points of the crescent. The line 
joining them is always at right angles 
or perpendicular to a line drawn from 
the sun to the moon, so that the 
‘horns’ are always turned _ directly 
away from the sun. The exact posi- 
tion in which they will stand at any 
time is, therefore, easily predictable, 
and has nothing whatever to do with 
the weatner. . . . As the late Pro- 
fessor Proctor well remarked, ‘to as- 
sert that there will be such and such 
weather when the line joining the 
cusps is seen (for instance) nearly 
horizontal, the moon being new, is the 
same as asserting that there must be 
such and such weather at the time 
of new moon in February and 
March, if the moon is then nearly at 
her maximum distance from the ec- 
liptic. Anc- so with all such cases. 
If there were any value at all in such 
predictions, they would imply the 
strictly cyclic return of such and such 
weather.’ The tradition that the cres- 
cent of the ‘new’ moon, when nearly 
horizontal, Zoretells a ‘dry month,’ or 
when nearly vertical a ‘wet month,’ is 
too absurd to be refuted, as it is with- 
out any foundation whatever. Like 
most other so-called ‘signs,’ those who 
accept them do so from coincidences 
observed. Cases which prove the ‘signs’ 
are noted, but those which do not are 
neglected, and we are convinced only 
because we wish to he convinced.”

NEW star has arisen in the literary firmament in the 
yi person of Mr. Zero O. Nobody, whose recent book, 

“No Matter What” (being the Memoirs of Cypher 
Little, late major of His Majesty’s Naughty-Ninth Nin- 
compoops), has sold five hundred thousand copies before 
publication. 

Mr. Nobody was born and erased in Nowhere, New 
Jersey, and is descended from a long and insignificant line 
of ancestors. On his mother’s side he comes of the famous 
Anybodys of Eniol Place. He is now living at his villa 
home, ‘ Nowheremuch,” a charming house of only one 
short story, painted mediochre, with a windmill in the rear. 

Mr. Nobody disclaims all the usual tricks by which 
authors attain “TI have no methods, no style. no 
knowledge,” he says. “I depend entirely upon Nothing 
for inspiration, and leave the rest to my publishers.” 

Mr. Nobody’s study is characteristic of this rising young 
nonentity, filled with nameless knickknacks and adorned with 
old negatives. The walls are covered with books; but, in 
accordance with the prevailing literary fashion, they are 
not a mere conglomerate of different authors, but all copies 
of one book—his own. He does not collect first, but only 
thousandth editions.

In 
one corner the room is an old cannon, seated astride 
which Mr. Nobody dictates hysterical romances. “ The 
public likes a smooth-bore,” he explained with a meaning- 
less smile. 

Every day I rise at 
ten, walk into the front yard to be photographed, look at 
the ticker tape that quotes sales by direct wire from my pub- 
lishers. Then I take a nap and dictate masterpieces. I have 
not been well for some time, having caught a rather serious 
idea some months ago.

Despoiling Italy. 





N art scandal affecting a member of one of the oldest 
families ef the Italian aristocracy recalls the fact that 
no painting coming under the head of mediaeval mas- 
terpieces is allowed to be sold outside of the kingdom 

of Italy. Admittedly tourists go to Italy not only for the 
clear skies and lovely climate, but to see the great works of 
art for which that country was, and to a considerable extent 
is, famous. The impoverished Italian families who were the 
possessors of many of the most valuable paintings left by 
the old masters, had become so in the habit of supple- 
menting their incomes by selling these pictures to fore’gn- 
ers, that years ago the Pacca law, forbidding the export of 
these works of art. was passed, lest the tourist business, 
upon which Italy depends so greatly, should be ruined by 
the removal of some of the chief attractions. Several pro- 
secutions have taken place under this law. and now a cable 
message states that Prince Barberini has been summoned 
for this offence, a tendency to which seems to run in the 
blood of his family. When the Barberinis were at the 
height of their glory one of them was Pope, and during 
his headship of the Church many of the splendid monu- 
ments of ancient Rome were torn down to build churches 
and palaces to gratify the ambition and apparent love of 
displav. Unhindered by a desire to preserve the Colosseum, 
tne Pantheon, or any of the notable places which were de- 
spoiled for the building material they contained, Rome was 
almost as seriously injured by their proceedings as by the 
depredations of the barbarians, who tore out the metal work 
in the great structures in order to manufacture arms. This 
led to the saying. still prevalent in Rome, that the 
barbarians did not do the Barberinis did.”

A Fatuous Proposition. 





HE Reformed Presbyterian denomination in the 
United States has been continually at war with the 
Constitutien of the Republic. It holds that as the 
Constitution makes no mention whatever of God 

and claims that tne people are the sovereign power, itis an 
insult to the Almighty. Recentlya man in Newton, Mass.., 
in becoming a United States citizen, took an oath to uphold 
the Constitution, and for thus recognizing the alleged blas- 
phemous document he was expelled from the Reformed Pres- 
byterian fold. The expelling of members for similar offences 
and the withdrawal of several thousands from the denomina- 
tion on account of this peculiar tenet, have much weakened 
the organization, which is being forced by the man recently 
expelled to show cause for its ruling. Some of the bitterest 
controversies in the United States have had their origin 
in the same belief that the Constitution should recognize 
the precedence of Divine law. In Roman Catholic coun- 
tries church law is held to be superior to the civil code, and 
it is strange how in certain Protestant minds the same stra- 
bismic conception can be so frequentiy found. No business 
man thinks, no matter how devout he may be, of incorpor- 
ating any portion of the Bible into his bookkeeping, or of 
forcing his employees, who may be of many different 
creeds, to join in any act of devotion or acknowledgment 
of religious tenets. The government of a country is as 
purely a secular matter as the conduct of a police force or 
the running of a mill. It is not only demoralizing, but dis- 
heartening, to see the evidence afforded by certain religious 
denominations of their belief that the only way to keep the 
Almighty in mind is to have His name recurrent in legis- 
lative or legal enactments. It is equally incumbent upon a 
business man in giving a receipt for money paid. to mention 
the name of the Almighty with gratitude, as for the legis- 
lature to embody the name ef the Supreme Being in the 
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“Oh! g@weat! I saw three wabbits, four whole flocks of pawtwidges, a tame bear and I shoi my gun off two times.”

how many quietly cumbering clocks 
there are! First, of course, and fore-

got disorderly in its interior. Why 
people keep these silly clocks, except 
because they were at one time pre- 
sented by some admiring, appreciative 
corporation or friend, it is impossible 
to divine.

Gilbert Parker’s The Right of Way. It 
is a dreary book, with interest at once 
so compelling and disturbing that one 
wanders on and on over the strong, 
briery plain of its course, bruising one’s 
feet and tearing one’s clothes and in 
the end gaining no Gefinite haven. Mr. 
Parker says in the note of the Reader 
that he wrote this story of Lower Can- 
ada before the one previously pub- 
lished, in which he promises to let the 
habitant alone forever. Why should 
Mr. Parker promise any such thing? 
Habitant life in its elemental simpli- 
city and quaintness is a beautiful anti- 
dote to the stilted, duellist, queer- 
oathed and quite remote yarns which 
have gushed from the ink-pots of the 
story tellers for the past few years. 
Such a heroine as Rosalie, easy to lead 
but hard to drive, with her bright re- 
partee and elusive speech, her clever 
fencing with questions she does not 
wish to answer, her false step, so deli- 
cately veiled that one scarcely notes it 
“en passant,” her religion and her ab- 
sorbing devotion to her lover, her gusts 
of distrust, like storms ruffling only 
the surface of some deep lake—such a 
heroine is a marked treasure in story- 
land. Rosalie never becomes weari- 
some, and one leaves her in the atmos- 
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phere of love and good repute, because | 
she knows how to keep a secret.:: Re- 
ticence in woman is so rare, im fiction, 
that Rosalie’s reward seems only her 
just due. The way she manages to re- 
lieve her conscience and obtain abso- 
lution for her slip is simply too intri- 
cate for sober English minds to grasp. 
But it is the Rosalie way, and eminent- 
ly consistent with the curious character 
Mr. Parker has given her. As to the 
uero, the man whose erratic and un- 
pleasant impulses are so unlikely to be 
popular, one can only say that there 
must be such a man, for no one witha 
book to sell would have invented him. 
Beauty Steele, who has no inspiration 
but alcohol and no salvation but work 
for others, who goes on exasperatingly 
doubting, kicking, insulting and alien- 
ating people for nine-tenths of his 
career, and binding to him by some 
queer charm devoted friends during his 
remaining tenth of life, is a weird ayjd 
unfortunate person. One follows him 
with gloom and dismay, and it’s a posi- 
tive relief when, instead of pretending 
to be dead, he really is safely laid out, 
anointed and franked by a church 
which he suicided sooner than join. 
Beauty Steele was certainly a hoodoo, 
and under the sod is the best place (for 
his friends) that he could be tucked 
away. Mr. Parker’s’ characters in 
Chaudiere, the Seigneur, the Cure, the 


tailor and the riverman, are impres- 
sive, natural and excellent. Three wo- 
men—Rosalie, pigquante, wise, pretty 


and clever Rosalie, waking| to woman- 
hood so sadly; Paulette, the outcast 
saved by mother-love, and jolly Irish 
Mrs. Flynn, whose exuberant nature 
riots in sheer joy of being alive—are in 
this tale; two shadows pass through it 
—Kathleen, material, shallow, success- 
ful, and old Margo, simple, imaginative 
devotee! A little thrill just at the end 
of the story is most artistically worked 
in. It is seldom that several lives 
would be wrecked by the simple open- 
ing of a steekit door in the way related, 
but the whole tale is continually on 
the verge of collapse from accidental 
reccgnitions. The Copp, Clark Compiny 
(Limited) have brought the book out 
well, and some very dainty illustrations 
by A. J. Keller embellish it.
